rendered at Indianapolis last Decem- 
ber and that they be given a new trial. 
Opposed to them the federal govern- 
ment asked that the convicted men be 
sent back to the prison at Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, to serve out their term. 
Ryan Out on Bond. 
A sentence of seven years, the heav- 
iest penalty of all, hangs over Frank 
M, Ryan, who is out on $70,000 bond 
pending this appeal. He was given the 
longest term, Judge A. B. Anderson, 
at Indianapolis said, because he was 
president of the International Associa- 
tion of Bridge 
and 
Structural Iron 
Workers' Union, out of whose funds 
the expenses of the dynamiters were 
paid. 
Six years' imprisonment is the pen- 
alty which Olaf A. Tveitmoe of San 
Francisco and each 
of 
six others 
asked to be set aside. Tvietmoe is a 
labor leader prominent on the Pacific 
coast. He and the six other men were 
given the second longest terms be- 
cause they were found guilty of vot- 
ing to appropriate the union's fund for 
dynamiting -non-union work or actual- 
ly aiding John J. and James B. Mc- 
Namara in explosions on the Pacific 
coast. . 


The other prison terms, most of 
which have been suspended pending 
the appeal, vary from four years to 
one year and one day. 
. Three Days' Hearing. 
Three-days of the present court are 
to be devoted to the hearing OL the 
appeals and the government's opposi- 
tion.

"At this time of the year, the ques- 
on of ventilation is of vital im p ort- 


people are lamentably ignorant 


regarding the necessity of fresh air 
in warding off various forms of sick- 
nesl, and the number of deaths that 
are really due to bad air can serve 
no other purpose than to remind in- 
telligent people of the harm that is 
being done by closing the windows." 
"The old belief that night air is 
injurious is a mistaken one, and if 
the people would seek to avoid the 
dreaded tuberculosis, pneumonia, and 
other contagious diseases, be sure that 
there is an abundance of fresh air in 
the home, and especially in the sleep- 
ing apartments. 
Do not seal yourselt 
into a sleeping room, from which you 
have carefully excluded fresh air by 
closing the windows down tight to 
keep out the cold. Right now people 
are adjusting storm windows that will 
not be removed or opened until spring 
time, and when they put on those win- 
dows they are shutting out fresh air 
from every room in the house and 
hermetically 
sealing 
the 
sleeping 
apartments. 
People who have slept 
in open doors during the summer time 
are now preparing to sleep in closed 
rooms and foul air the remainder of 
the winter. The closing of sleeping 
room windows is a gross crime to the 
health of ' the 
city," 
continued Dr. 
Buckmaster. 
"If a window cannot be left raised 
•without subjecting you to a draft, see 
if you cannot -leave the window wide 
open from the top, so that disease 
killing fresh air may enter and diffuse 
itself throughout the rooms. If a nar- 
row board be placed at an angle as 
to deflect the entering air toward the 
ceiling, it will prevent any direct cur- 
rent from reaching you. 
"The best investment any commun- 
ity can make is in health security, as 
it leads to a longer life, prosperity 
and a pleasurable 
existence. 
The 
more healthful citizens that a city has 
the more efficient that city becomes." 
Fresh air is a large factor in public 
health and a well organized campaign 
against bad air would probably bene 
fit more people and save more lives 
than many of the modern campaigns 
combined.
